Washington, April 6.—With Ameri­ 
ca’s entry Into the war formally de­ 
clared congress today set about the 
task of providing the army to defend 
the cause to which the United States 
i* committed. 
Secretary of War Baker went to the 
capítol and explained to the

military affairs comnTttee |the 'ad­ 
ministration army bill calculated to 
raise a force of 1,000.900 men in a 
year and twice that number in two 
years. 
The military committee met behind 
closed doors, realizing that theirs la 
a solemn task. 
The bill which Sec­ 
retary Baker explained to them was 
planned by the general staff of the 
army and provides first for raising the 
present army and national guard up 
to 600,000 by volunteers. The new in­ 
crements will be added through the 
volunteer system 
if responses are 
sufficiently prompt.

Similarly the bill 
provides for the 
calling to the colors by late summer
